JoHAN'NBHBURQ. Trausvaal, Feb. 90. — 
An explosion of dynamite has occnrred 
at TiedMidorp, and the poor quarter of 
the town has been blown to pie< es. 
Hundreds of houses are in ruins and the 
havo<' wrought is fearful. 

A number of ^M-rsoiis have been killed 
and the populace has tmned oot en 
masse aud is working to rescue those 
who may be buried in the mins. The 
windowsot every house in Johannesburg 
were broken by the force of tiie explo- 
sion. 

The dynamite which caused the catas- 
trophe filled eight tmoki, wUeh were 

being shunted. 
The explosion caused an immense 

hole ill the ground 80 feet deep. Every 
house within a radius of half a mile of 
the explosion was razed to the ground. 
Forty dead, nearly all terribly muti- 
lated, have ali-ciidy been taken from 
ruins, but the M'ork of searching the 
debris has scarcely begun. 

Two hundrcHl of tlie most sevewly in- 
jured were admitted to the hospital, 
where several died. 

It is lielieved that only a few white 
pei-soiis wci-e killed.

A few minutes later the defendant 
succumbed to the intense strain he has 
beeu subjected to aud fell on the floor in 
a dead faint.

Frankkort, Ky., Feb. ^'O. — The house 
resumed consideration of the bill to 
make an additional levy of 10 cents on 
assessable jnoperty of the state for three 
years for the purpose of li(|iiidating the 
deficit in the state treasury. Sundry 
amendments were voted down and tin- 
bill was put upon its passage and was 
passed by a vote of 58 to 88. The Dam- 
oonts, with few exceptions, voted 
againit the hill and the RepubHoans 
alougwith the Populists voted for it. 

The bill provi<les for levying an addi- 
tional tax of 10 cents on every flOO 
worth oi taxable property in the state 
for the nest three years, and which, if 
it beoomes a law, will make the full 
rate of atata taxation 6i 1-2, instead of 
•42 i-t, oenti on every 9100, as at pres 
eut. 

The possibility (.f it^ pa.ismg tlie sen- 
ate depends. t.o a ceiiain extent, on fur- 
ther revenue legislation by the house, 
included in which is the bill which 
came uj) as a special order iiiime<liately 
after the (Mussage of the 10 cents bill. It 
was the bill providing for borrowing 
$.'iOO.(XX) to meet the emergency needs of 
the state. The substitute for the bill, 
which provides how the commissioners 
shall borrow the $600,000. was adopted, 
and the bill as amended by the substi- 
tute was put upou its passage. Most of 
the Democrats voted againt the bill or 
failed to vote at all. Th« bill waa passed 
by a vote of 6H to .30 

The house passed a number of bills to 
their second reading, and then took up 
for passage the bill abolishing the state 
board of equalisation. Mr. Phelps had 
a substitute like that of Mr. Elliston's 
in the senate, and the diaonsaion was 
ou this substitute, so that both houses 
were discussing not onljr the sane ques- 
tion, but the same phase of it at the 
same time. 

After the joint s es si on the house took 
up the booitl of equalisation bill. 

The senate passed the house bill 
which extends the time fmr filing an- 
nual bouds by sheriffs.

The d-ty in the .Senate wag spent in 
discussing the proposed abolition of the 
Kqnalisation Bimrd. 

The Committee on Corporations of the 
Senate has decided to report unfavorably 
the Elliston btiildin^ and loan bill. Sen- 
ator Klliston appeared before the com- 
mittee and ar>,'ued the bill. He was of 
the opinion that the primary intentions 
of the bnilding and loan idea had been 
supplanted by plans from which origina- 
tors of companies would make big money 
in the way of salaries, etc. He said the' 
circulars of foreijjn companies scattered 
broadcast were misleading and untrue. 
The idee, said he, that a building and 
loan oompany could pay IG per cent, on 
money invested when they char^'ed but 
12 per cent, is preposterous. It could 
only be done by robbing the stooUioid- 
ers through the expense fund. Mr. El- 
liston said the expense, which in most 
cases was 20 per cent, of the stockholden' 
de))osits, was simply a way in which 
large salaries mixht lie takon care of and 
the promoters of the companies secure 
to themselves large benefits. He wanted 
expenst,' funds abolished and also expen- 
ses taken out of the gross receipts. 

Mr. N. P. Phillips, President of the 
National Buildin;: and Loan .\ssociation 
of Louisville, thought that such legisla- 
tion would l>e meddlesome and onlv 
serve to tear down the K^eat building and 
loan systems uf the country. He said 
the only thing that was needed to pro- 
tect all parties was a law providing a 
Slate examiner, who should be directed 
to make monthly examioatlone Into the 
books of all companies. 

The committee went Into executlye 
session and soon decided to report the 
bill with an opinion adverse to its pas- 
sage.

3, Chapter 
65 of session acts IHIII, 1892 and 1803, 
entitled "an act to re);ulate tdectinns in 
this Commonwealth," approvetl June :!0, 
1893. (Provides for inserting the words 
"for" and "against" instead of "yes" and 
"no.") 

Act to prevent horse swapping on the 
public highways. 

Act to amend the private corporation 
law BO that tbe words "insurance com- 
pany" shall include any corporation or 
company doing an Insurance bosiness In 

this .State. 

Act requiring County .Iud>;eM, County
